Freed  A^ks  If 
Russion  Christians 
Are  Communists 

The  great  paradox  of  Russia: 
today,  at  least  to  the  American ' 
mind,  is  that  Russia  is  full  of 
Christia|i«  who  are  also  profes-; 
sed  Communists.  That  is  what  ’ 
the  Rev.  Paul  E.  Freed,  of 
Greensboro,  found  on  a  recent 
trip  to  Russia. 

Mr.  Freed  is  President  of  In¬ 
ternational  Evangelism,  an  in¬ 
dependent  missionary  organiza-' 
Uon  which,  since  1994,  has  oper¬ 
ated  the  Voice  of  Tangier,  an 
mtemational  Christian  radio 
station  located  in  North  Africa.

Liquor  Ads  Should  Be  Bonned 

In  1355  eight  national  magazines  received  over  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  revenue  from  liquor  ads. ' 

.  Life  magazine  was  at  the  top  of  the  list^with  $11,427,- 
871.  Next  came  Look  with  $3,955,309,  with  the  others  follow¬ 
ing — Colliers,  Time,  New  Yorker,  Newsweek,  Esquire,  and 
Holiday. 

Somebody,  risings  to  their  defense,  will  point  out  that 
they  are  in  the  advertising  business  and  shrug  off  the 
liquor  ads  with  a  flippant  “why  not?”  , 

HERE  IS  EXACTLY  WHY  liquor,  wine,  and  beer  ads 
ought  to  be  made  illegal.  For  the  tilth  consecutive  year 
this  country  has  had  oyer  two  million  major  crimes  com¬ 
mitted  with  liquor  as  the  major  cause.  In  1955  a  total  of 
37,800  persons  were  killed  and  2,158,00  injured  on  our 
highways  and  streets  and  more  than  25%  of  the  cases 
were  due  to  drinking  drivers  and  pedestrians.  Beverage 
use  of  alcohol  is  now  the  No.  4  public  health  problem  in 


HARTFORD,  Cwm.,  June  1, 
174*  —  (BP)  —  Alarmed  by 
the  revival  movement  which  is 
sweeping  the  colonies  and  not 
only  strengthening  minority  re¬ 
ligious  groups  but  actually  win¬ 
ning  converts  from  the  estab¬ 
lished  (state)  chuach,  ministers 
of  the  recognized  order  in  Con- 
nectitcu't  are  attempting  to 
quench  the  revival  fires  by  law. 
*  Because  traveling  evangelists 
have  enjoyed_  marked  success 
in  gaining  converts,  ministers 
of  the  state  church  have  sought 
to  curt)  their  efforts  by  pro¬ 
curing  Connecticut  laws  with 
the  following  provisions: 

No  recognized  minister  In 
Connecticut  shall  preach  in  the 
parish  of  another  minister  with¬ 
out  his  consent.  Violators  may 
lose  their  statercontrolled  sal¬ 
aries. 

'  No  evangelist  shall  be  allowed 
to  preach  in  the  parish  of  an 
establish^R  church  without  per¬ 
mission.  The  penalty  is  im¬ 
prisonment  until  payment  of 
one-hundred-pound  bond  to  be 
forfeited  in  the  event  of  further 
violation; 

If  a  non-resident  evangelist 
preaches  in  Connecticut  with¬ 
out  permission,  he  shall  be  at*- 
rested  and  deported  as  a  va- 
grant. 

Any  person  who  withdraws 
,  from  established  ministers  to 
in  the  West  worship  outside  thelr_  congre- 
arew  of  our  coun- 1  gations  shall  be  fined  len  shil- 
:h  oeoole  from  the  i  l^g*- 


Triese  laws  are  designed  to 
discourage  such  evangelists  as 
George  Whitefleld,  Edwards 
and  others  who  have  bqen  the 
instruments  of  a  religious 
awakening  In  America  by  con¬ 
ducting  revivals  throughout  the 
colonies.  The  evangelists 
preach  the  doctrine  of  indivi¬ 
dual  regenration  and  profession 
of  faith  not  in  keeping  with  the 
practice  of  the  orhtodox  church.' 

Several 


ministers,  already 
have  suffered  persecution  be¬ 
cause  of  the  opposition  of  the 
established  church  In  Connecti¬ 
cut  to  revival  preaching.  Phlle 
nion  Robbins,  pastor  of  the  or¬ 
thodox  church  in  Branford, 
Connecticut,  has  been  expelled 
from  the  ministerial  associa¬ 
tion  and  faces  further  persecu¬ 
tion  Tor  preaching  to  a  Baptist 
congregation; 

Having  received  an  Invitation 
from  the  Baptist  minister  At 
Willingford,  Connecticut,  to  fill 
his  pulpit,  Robbins  preached 
two  sermons  there  on  January 
6.  For  visiting  the  Baptists  he 
was  found  guilty  of  disorderly 
conduct.

These  are  some  of  the  reasons  .why  liquoi  ads  shoirld 
be  forbidden  by  law.  There  would  be  Jar  less  danger  to 
the  general  welfare. to  allow  display  advertising  bf  float¬ 
ing  crap  games. 

THE  NATIONAL  REFORM  ASSOCIATION  bulletin 
quotes  Norman  R.  Klug,  President  of  Miller  Brewing  Co.  as 
saying,  “Over  the  years  we  have  progressed  from  the 
saloon  to  the  tavern  to  the  homfe — and  that’s  good  for  the 
industry.” 

It  sure  is  good  for  the  industry.  Beer,  wine  and  whijkpy 
people  are  growing  fat  from  this  traffic  in  human  depravi¬ 
ty.  Meanwhile  more  millions  of  people  are  being  crippled 
and  maimed  in  body  and  mind  while  the  liquor  tycoons 
plot  the  undoing  of  still  other  Americans.
